NATIONAL  FINANCES. 

The  piasage  by  the  United  Slater’  Sen¬ 
ate  of  the  bill  for  the  issue  of  $400,000,000 
of  legal  tender  note*  being  $19,000,000 
additional  to  tire  present  circulation  and 
equivalent  to  $90  000.000  more  circulation 
than  cxiatcd  before  the  panic  —  is  a  flnan 
cial  measure  of  inflation  o(  tbe  currency 
which  ia  deprecated  by  mnny  of  our  ablmt 
statesmen  and  of  our  moat  sagacious  I  tank¬ 
er*  and  busings*  men.  The  sentiment  of 
the  Senate  for  and  against  the  bill  if  an 
nearly  balanced  that  it  is  doabtlnl  if  it 
receive*  the  aaucllon  of  tbe  Pre«ident,cven 
if  *t  W  concurred  hr  by  the  Howaewf  Rep¬ 
resent.!  tiyea,  n»  accm  >  rather  probable. 

It  dinrs  seem  licit  a  large  Capitalist  like 
that  of  our  National  Government  should  be 
able  to  cimduct  ita  own  business  without 
increasing  ita  indebted  noa*.  Forever  bor¬ 
rowing  and  bonding  ita  estate  with  inter 
minablc  obligation*,  augmenting  its  intir 


w  ith  Comparative  ease  and  would  ha rv  Ute 
advantage  of  being  hxl  and  known. 
Then  all  our  bteiiics*  fintfnee#  could  la 
fealthfcll;  ailjustvd  la  refen  ace  to  aech 
eetablifhed  data. 

Then  we  think  the  increased  circulati'-a 
needed  to  supply  the  iXigetM-ica  of  our  in- 
oraaaing  |M.pul»tion  and  t-niargiug  buai 
nesa,  should  be  provided  for  by  a  ►  uitni. li¬ 
tre*  banking  law  on  a  aafe  l-sais,  liiolud- 
big  redemption  of  a  proportion  of  each 
note  alter  one  year  from  it*  datr,  another 
portion  after  I  wo  yean  and  the  laat  after 
three  year*. 

The  Government  meanwhile  pijing 
everything  but  sal-trim,  hi  rpccic  and  aftci 
three  years  tboee  also.

pressivc  taxation  to  meet  it,  ie  blighting 
to  our  hopes  of  early  recuperation,  and 
give*  very  poor  encouragement  of  speedy 
rcturu  to  a  substantial  basil  of  prosper 
ity. 

If  we  look  at  it  rightly  oor  Oove-nment 
necessarily  and  justifiably  incurred  a  heavy 
debt  in  atippresaing  the  rebellion;  for 
which  it  issued  it*  note*  or  bonds,  defin¬ 
ing  a  time  for  the  payment  of  iu  obliga' 
lions.  To  pity  the  constantly  recurring 
and  fearful  interest  on  these  booda  the 
Ooverement  haa  had  to  draw  upon  its  vi¬ 
tal  resources,  its  only  real  capital,  to  wit, 
the  strength,  snd  health,  and  akill,  and  fe- 
•erves  of  the  people  la  every  part  of  its  do 
main;  thus  destroying  confidence,  enervst. 
ing  it*  power,  living  up  its  means,  snd 
dissipating  the  strong  hope  gouoa  enter- 
twined  of  struggling  through  the  emberrsa 
ament  at  sit  early  day  and  averting  the 
threatened  disaster. 

After  nearly  ten  yean  of  hope .  deferred 
our  languid  experience  and  wasting  ener¬ 
gies  writ  nigh  daspmir  of  resuscitation  at 

all. 

Why  cannot  oor  National  Government 
return  to  the  true  principles  and  policy 
which  ere  evinced  by  all  well  managed 
and  sacceevful  business  men  t  The  oft  re¬ 
peated  •■pay- as-you-go"  rale,  ie  especially 
adapted  to  tbe  exigencies,  of  the  present 
time,  and  ahould  he  adapted  by  the  Gov 
eminent  se  well  as  ths  people.  Our 
greatest  merchant  prince.  Stewart,  long 
ago,  we  understood,  adapted  the  rule  to 
giee  »•  notes  and  to  buy  only  for  cash.  He 
la  consequently  above  the  perturbation*  ol’ 
the  financial  world.  No  revulsions  can  ef¬ 
fect  hia  stability. 

To  be  aura  tba  immensity  ol  one  Nation 
al  Debt  renders  it  Impracticable  that  It 
should  be  paid  off  at  once,  or  even  in  i 
abort  time.  But  wo  caaaot  thlfik  it  1m poo 
•ibis  or  uewiae  in  the  Government  to  in 
augur. *te  e  definite  plan  end  m  jUed  fiat* 
lor  liquidation.  Our  idene  are  perhaps 
crude,  but  they  ere  honest.  The  present 
National  debt  is  about  $1,500.000.000 ;  the 
annual  infer**#  on  which,  at  five  per  cent 
ia  fit  13,000,000.  If  we  should  dot  ermine 
to  CAncel  the  debt  In  twenty  five  years,  It 
would  require  sbont  fit 00, 000,000  annual 
reduction  But  to  mska  the  tardea  light 
a*  possible,  It  ahonld  be  distributed  over 
s*  long  a  period  as  would  couelat  with  hon¬ 
or  ami  safely,  sod  should  lie  graduated  oa 
principle*  of  trwa equality,  fie p pone,  then, 
we  undertake  to  pay  off  only  f 1, 400.000,- 
000  of  it  in  03  years  snd  divide  thi*  into 
five  uftequsl  sum*  to  bo  peid  during  the 
diOrrent  quinqeenial  period*  a*  follows;

The  system  had  ita  origin  in  Germaoy  and 
was  reduced  to  order  in  M40  by  Proeljcl. 

Tt  ia  chiefly  intended  for  children  lioui 
three  to  seven  years  of  age.  It  i*  not  of  ihe 
naturc  of  *  school.  Cut  conducted  on  the 
principles  of  play  and  amusement.  It 
•ystemnliacd.  it  ia  true,  and  the  thoughts 
are  necessarily  restricted  for  the  time,  to 
the  one  rcntrnl  idea  then  under  illustration 
by  a  tangible,  present  ol«J<-et.  Ilut  variety 
enough  is  connected  with  it  in  aha|ie,  color 
and  motion,  in  taking  apirt  and  building 

up.  to  excite  great  interest  and  real  enjoy¬ 
ment. 

The  name  itaeil.  kindergarten,  is  German 
and  aignifiua  play  or  pleasure  g  trden.  The 
whole  system  aims  and  is  admirably  plan¬ 
ned,  not  really  to  develops  mind — tint  is 
to  stimulate  thought,  which  wa should  con 
aider  premature  and  iH  advised  at  that  ten 
dcr  age,  but  —  to  exert  i-w  the  senses 
of  sight,  smell,  taste,  hearing  and  touch 
under  guardianship  (sot  reelruintj  aa  they 
first  instinctively  <-pen  their  inquisitive 
windows  In  search  for  knowledge;  t« 
guide  wisely  the  playful  exercise  of  the 
bodily  and  vocal  powers;  and  to  incline 
correct  and  train  the  already  developed  and 
developing  young  thought  before  it  tukca 
tFcrooked  or  impure  bias. 

'  For  (hia  purpose  the  material  imple¬ 
ment*,  or  play  things,  the  real  aourres  of 
knowledge,  are  called  f-/t*,  and  t-ach  child 
oho,  tfaoten,  though  they  are  till  alike. 
The  first!*  a  box  of  small  worsted  ball*  of 
all  the  different  colors— red,  orange,  yellow 
green,  biue,  indigo  and  violet;  white  and 
black.  They  are  soft  and  will  not  hurt ; 
they  are  round  and  will  roll.  The  second 
gift  ia  a  solid  sphere,  a  cube  and  *  cilia  - 
der.  The  system  embraces  twenty  separate 
boxes  of  gift*  which  are  successively  intro¬ 
duced,  at  intervals  of  weeks  or  month* 
tunning  through  tbe  assigned  period  ol 
three  or  four  years.  Each  gift  is  an  ad¬ 
vance  upon  the  preceding  one,  perhaps 
developed  from  It,  and  haring  a  specific 
object  of  thoaght  to  inculcate,  or  of  train 
ing  to  effect,  which  are  thus  imbibed  by  the 
child  unconsciously  in  ita  overruled  and 
regulated  recreation*.  Our  space  will  not 
allow  u*  to  enumerate  in  detail. 

Mr.  Gross'  Lecture  waa  listened  to  with 
absorbing  interest  by  a  most  intelligent 
audience  of  teacher*,  *nd  of  mother*  and 
fathers,  aa  hejdepictcd  the  system  with  the 
clearness  of  hia  honest  conviction  and  the 
pcr-pccuit)  which  marks  all  hia  addresses.
